The State’s own routine water quality monitoring data and data collected as part of the Nonpoint 
Source Program’s Measurable Results Project (internal nonpoint source monitoring for longer- 
term success) are reported to the EPA STORET Database via WQX. ARSG’s data, at least that 
collected with 319 funds, should also be there, but that may not always be the case. I would 
recommend talking to Karl Hermann, the Colorado monitoring and Assessment Program contact, 
for information on getting data from STORET. It is readily available on the EPA website, but 
the format is kind of difficult. 


The Colorado Data Sharing Network is a good resource for checking for local data sources that 
may not have made it to upload to STORET. http : //www, coloradowaterdata . org/ 


ARSG has been collecting data for a long time, and a lot is available on their website at 
http://www.animasriverstakeholdersgroup.org/page 1 1 .h t m l including a 2013 validation and 
compilation of water quality data for 4 gages.
